Secondly, the honour and dignity of rhe name of the Croſle, be- 
oata'reverend eftimarion even in the Apoſtles rimes ( for oughr 
thatis-known to the contrary) of the ſign of the Crofſe: Which the 
Chriſtians ſhortly after uſed in all their aRions, thereby making an 
ourward ſhew and profeſſion,even to the aſtoniſhment of the Jews, 
that they were not a[hamed to acknowledee him for their Lord and 
Saviour,who died for them upon the Croſſe. And this ſign they did 
not oily uſe themſelves with a kind of glory, when they mer wich 
any Jews, but ſigned therewith their children when they were chri- 
- ſkenedzto dedicate them by that badge to his ſervice,whoſe benefits 
' beſtowed upen chem in Baptiſm, the name ef the Crofle did repre= 
ſenc. And this uſe of the fign of the Crofle in baptiſm was held in 
. the Primitive Church, as well by the Greeks as the Latines , with 
one conſent and great applauſe. Ar what time, if any had oppoſed 
chemſelves againſt it, they would certainly have been cenſured as 
enemies of the name of the Crofle,and conſequently of Chriſts me= 
rits, the ſign whereof they could no better endure. This continual 
and general uſe of the fign of the Croſſe, is evident by many teſti- 
- monies of the ancient Fathers, ; | 

Thirdly, it muſt be confeſſed, that in proceſle of time,thefign of 
the Croſſe was greatly abuſed in the Church of Rowe.eſpecially after 
the corruption of Popery had once poſleſſed ir, But the abuſe of a 


thing doth not take away the lawful uſe of ic.Nay ſo far was it from 


the purpoſe of the Cncyol England, to forſake and reje& the 
Churches of Italy,France,Spain, Germany, or any ſuch like Church» 
es, In all things which they held and praQtiſed, thar as the Apology 
of the Church of England confeſieth, it doth with reverence retain 

choſe Ceremonies, Which do neither endammage the QThurch of 
. God, nor offend the minds of ſober men : and only departed from 
- them in thoſe particular points-wherein they were fallen,both from 
-themſelves in their. ancient integrity , and fronvthe Apoſtolical 
Churches,which were their firſt founders,in whica reſpeR, amongſt 


- ſome other very aneient ceremonies , the fign of che Croſs in bap- * 


- riſm\bath been rerained in this Church, both by the judgement and 
ry: D practice 


practice of thoſe reverend Farhers , and great Divines inthe days: 
of King Edward the 6, of whom ſome conſtantly ſuffered for the 
profeſſion of the truthz and others beirig exiled in the time of 
Queen Mary,did after their return, in the beginning of the Reign. 
of our late dread Sovereign , continually defend and uſe the ſame, 
This reſolution and praRtce of our Church hath been allowed and 
approved by the cenſure upon the Communion-book in King Eg- 
ward the ſixth his days, and by the harmony of confeſſions of latrer 
years ; becauſe indeed the uſe of this fign im Bapuſm was ever ac- 
companied here with ſuch ſufficient . cautions and exceptions a- 
eain(t all Popiſh ſuperRicion and errour, as in the like caſes are ei- 
ther fir or convenient. Fs 

Firſtzthe Church of Ergland;fince the aboliſhing of Popery, hath 
ever held and ravght, and ſodoth hold and reach till, that the ſign 
of the Croſs uſed in baptiſm is no parr of the ſubſtance of that Sa 
crament.For when the Miniſter dipping the Infant in water,or lay- 
ing Water upon the face of ir(as the manner alſo is) hath pronoun- 
ced theſe words, I baptiſe thee in the Name of the F ather, and of the 
Son, and of the boly Ghoſt che Infanc is fully and petfeRly baptiyed:

chat Dioceſs: or ſhall bring to the ſaid Biſhop, a true and undoubr- 
ed Certificate,that either hes provided of ſome Church within the 
ſaid Dioceſs,where he may attend the cureof Souls, or of ſome Mi. 
niſters place vacantgeither inthe Cathedral Church of that Dioceſs,
